Stamping with Genuine Gold 
Flat Leaf Form 


This column taken from the pages very 
interesting little pamphlet published one the 
prominent publishers. 


“The form the gold portion pressed upon the blank cover 
the use the brass plate representing it. This done, the 
covers are taken the end the bindery, into little room where 
girls are seated before tables handling gold leaf cut the proper 
size. 


“By the use little frame, over which piece felt spread, 
they lift square leaf gold and place over that portion the 
cover where the lettering and the design have been impressed, 
and oil has been spread. The cover then 
placed upon the shelf ‘platen’ press beneath the brass plate 
bearing the design. Power applied and the shelf rises and 
presses the cover and the plate together between itself and the 
solid upper part the press, thus forcing the gold into the cover 
where the design and the letters are indicated. But those parts 
the leaf between the letters and the various lines the design 
are only held the oil ‘sizing.’ 


“They can easily rubbed off; but since the leaf pure gold 
has great value, and speck can wasted. The cover 
therefore taken sort square funnel covered with wire 
netting, which, instead expelling air, sucks The cover 
held over this, and the design brushed; but, since surplus grains 
gold still adhere, rubbed with piece kneaded rubber, 
golden with the dust many covers. this way every speck 
the gold removed except that pressed into the
